Election/Restrictions 

1. Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121: 

I. Claims 1-14, drawn to an optical module and a relay device, classified in class 
356, subclass 218. 

II. Claims 15-16, drawn to a testing apparatus, classified in class 356, subclass 215. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 
Inventions I, and II are related as subcombinations disclosed as usable together in a single 
combination. The subcombinations are distinct from each other if they are shown to be 
separately usable. In the instant case invention Group I is drawn to an optical module and a relay 
device, having a diffusion plate, a pinhole, and a light blocking portion. Invention Group II is 
drawn to a testing apparatus having moving table, means for imaging and means for controlling. 
Therefore, the invention Group I and Group II have separate utility such as in a method and 
apparatus without the particulars of the other subcombination as identified above. See 
MPEP Paragraph 8006.05(d). 

2. Because these inventions are independent or distinct for the reasons given above and 
there would be a serious burden on the examiner if restriction is not required because the 
inventions have acquired a separate status in the art in view of their different classification, 
restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper.
